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WHERE THERE IS GOLD THERE IS POWER. 


Notwithstanding the alarm which that famous Chautauquan, 
William Jennings Bryan, feels for the future of this country every 

, time he receives 4 communication or a visit from the Japanese govern- 

ment, there seems little question but that the Little Brown Brother 
would find the task of carrying on a war with his Big White Brother 
on this side of the Pacific is a more serious affair than our Secretary 
cof State and the timid Easterners whom he represents seem to think. 
War today is not simply a question of bayonets and men, although 
even there this country with a population of a hundred million should 
be able to place as many soldiers in the field as Japan with a popula- 
tion of half as many. It is first of all a question of money, and when 
that issue is raised and that point considered the United States stands 
supreme. : 

In the matter of gold the United States has far more than all the 
various semi-nations under the British flag eombined ; it has $600,000,- 
000 more than France, which is the nearest nation to us, and when 
Japan is considered 'there is no comparison, because this country has 
$1 ,800,000,000 in gold to Japan’s $134,000,000. In the matter of silver 
we have $734,000,000 to $65,000,000 for Japrin, so that in the metals 
that make tHe moneys of the world the United States is far ahead of 

» her alleged apponent:- ; mae 

But the financial comparison does not stop there. The United 
States has a surplus annually from its revenues, while Japan even now 
in time of peace has a deficit. Japan not only owes more by $250,000,- 
000 than the United States, but. her interest charges are more than 

' three times as great, which, considering the difference in population 
alone, means that the Japanese have to pay out annually six times as 
much per capita on their debt as does this country. The Japanese 

: debt, too, is mostly owned abroad, while the American debt is nearly 

all held by the banks in this country. So there again this country is 

far stronger. 

It will be seen from these figures that the danger of any war 
between this country and Japan is absurd, and all the foolish tall 
about Japan capturing the Philippines, the Hawaiian Islands and this 
coast is moonshine. 

Incidentally ‘it should be mentioned that the same financial 
sirength is behind us in case of war with any other nation. The per 
capita debt of the United States is the lowest in the world, and its 
resources the greatest. We have no reason, therefore, to fear any 
uation, especially if we are wise enough to keep our navy up to stan- 
dard and as strong as it should be. 

In Europe the nations have all reached the limit of taxation, and 
it is evident that none of them, even Germany, can afford to go to war. 
The people will not agree to it, and the vox populi is still powerful, 
and is daily growing more powerful the world over. 

All this is not said because we believe jn war or are anxious to 
see war any where on this hemisphere. We believe in peace, but we 
also believe in peace with honor, and we do not-believe that a country 
should be forced to knuckle down to every foreign power simply be- 
cause peace is so desirable. There are worse things than war, and 
while there is not the slightest danger of war with any nation on earth 
we should not for that reason show ourselves so subservient as we are 
doing to the demands of foreign powers. The present Secretary of 
State perhaps is not to blame for that, because he is too busy lecturing 
for large fees to give much attention to the affairs of the Republic, 
but the President should show more nerve, and should not go to 
London, Paris, Rome, or Tokio for instructions as to the foreign policy 
of the United States.

WHEN IS STEALING NQT STEALING? 


It may seem at first that the ques 


4 that heads this article is 
absurd and yet it is a very sensible and Peasonable question, unless we 
ure prepared to admit that many of the largest financiers and most 
prominent art collectors in the country as well as dealers are thieves. 
The late John P. Morgan has among his eollection of historical’ 


the will of Georgé Washington. It is well known that the wills of 


persons when they are submitted to the probate court are placed on 
record and are a part of the public property of the county in which 
they are filed.. Mr. Morgan knew that, and he knew that the will of 
George Washington formed no exception to the rule. He must have 
known, therefore, when the will was offered to him, that it had been 
stolen, and yet he bought it from the thief, and now claims it as his 
property. 

It will be recalled that he was once before caught with a cope 
that belonged to a cathedral in some little town in Italy. The vest- 
ment had been presented to the church by one of the medieval popes 


and was valued as a very valuable relic. In that ease Morgan re- 


stored the stolen propérty and was made a knight for his ‘‘liberality’’ 
by the King of Italy and a street in the town from whence the cope 


was stolen was named after him. He claimed in that case that he did 


not know that the article was stolen, although as it is not the habit 
of the Catholic church to sell any of its vestments, especially those ot 
rare antiquity, or historical interest» he might have made a not very 
shrewd guess that he was buying stolen property. But no such ex- 
cuse was possible in the ease of Washington’s will. It is impossible 
to suppose that a man of Mr. Morgan’s knowledge and information 
could have suppo the vendor of the will came by it honestly, 
vet no doubt a great howl would go up if he was accused of being a 
receiver of stolen goods. His son has been asked to restore the will 
to the archives of Alexandria, Virginia, where it belongs, and it will 
be interesting to see if he be any more honest than his father. 

Morgan, of course, is not the only rich man who thinks it is legit- 
imate for him to add to his historical or art collections goods that 
must have been stolen. The art galleries of San Francisco, to go no 
further, are filled with objects stolen by the American soldiers from 
ghe churches in the Philippines and the robbery of the Imperial Palace 
by the soldiers of the allied armies and the taking of Peking during 
the Boxer trouble is known all over the world: The Imperial seal of 
China turned up in this country, and a volume from the Chinese eney- 
clopedia is in London, while of minor objects there are many in every’ 
nation which was represented at Peking on that occasion. 

If ordinary persons were to secure ordinary goods under the same 
circumstances they would be charged with receiving stolen goods and 
would be arrested for so doing. Does the

FRANK MELVILLE 
IS SUICIDE 
HURLEY 


That Frank Melville, with whom 
jhe escaped from San Quentin, com- 
mitted suicide near this city was the 
statement made at the penitentiary 
yesterday by James Hurley. The two 
went over the prison walls on the 
night of December 23. Hurley was 
captured and has been given four’ 
years more in prison, which makes 
eighteen years he will have to serve. 

Hurley declares that he believes 
Melville, weak from hunger and ex- 
posure and unable to continue flight, 
committed suicide by jumping into 
San Francisco bay. N 

Jubilant. over what he terms 
“easy jolt” of four years for jail 

reaking, Hurley talked freely of his 
escape and subsequent flight. He says 
he left Melville lying hidden in thé 
brush near this city, four days after 
tee break. Neither had eaten since 
they went over the walls and Mel- 
ville, he declares, was sick and un- 
able to walk. Hurley says he went 
foraging for food, promising to re- 
turn within a few hours. 

“After procuring food and stimu- 
lants from a lady in Richmond,” Hur- 
ley said, “I returned to the spot 
where I left Melville, but he was 
gone. I waited until daylight and 
traced him to the bay. I believe 
he kept his threats and committed 
suicide.”’ 

Warden Johnston and_ Sheriff 
Keating of Marin county are inclined 
to treat Hurley’s tale as fiction. They 
will, however, search the district de- 
scribed by him as the place where he 
last saw Melville.
